WATER FRONT APPRECIATED. 


"That the Central Pacl.lc and Its suc- 
cessor, the Southern Pacific, had fafth in 
the Judgment of their people concerning 
the railroad importance of Oakland's wa- 
ter front is proven by the vast sums of 
money they spent In fighting suits, bribing 
officials, influencing elections and, te a 
thousand and one ways to keep posses- 
sion of it and to keep everybody else from 
using it 
Like Carpentlar, they Iff no- 


body gain a footing on the water front 
for any purpose, no matter how far re- 
moved from transportation that purpose 
might be. 
And that their estimate of ito 


importance as a railroad terminus was 
shared by other railroad people is proven 
by the fact that, fifteen or twenty years 
ago, another great transcontinental rail- 
road laid aside its plans to build to San 
Francisco bay because its lawyers advised 
It that the Southern Pacific, as the suc- 
cessor to the Carpentier Interest, had too 
strong a hold on the Oakland water front, 
which was the only place for a terminal 
which would enable them to successfully 
compete with the Southern Pacific. 
An- 


other proof of the correctness of the \.-ows 
of Carpentier and the railroad people con- 
cerning the strategic, monopolistic Im- 
portance of Oakland's water front Is 
shown in the Insistence with which thj> 
Western Pacific drove itself through the 
Southern Pacific's holdings to reach deep 
water on our western shore. 
With all 


the mllca of unoccupied bay shore to the 
north and south of Oakland, the Western 
Pacific persisted in piercing the Southern 
Pacific's wall at one certain point, and 
that point, in the "white meat" of the wa- 
ter front, lies opposite the Golden Oate, 
where ships can sail straight in to the 
wharves and docks awaiting them. 
To 


do this the Western Pacific had to force 
its way through the Southern Pacific's 
yards, though its workship, so* to speak. 
Had the "white meat" of our water front 
not been, as Carpentier. Stanford, Hunt- 
ington, Crocker and Hopkins thought It 
was, the most important, in fact the only 
convenient, easy railroad terminus on the 
eastern bay shore, the Western Pacific 
would have contented Itself with a termi- 
nus to the north or the south of Oakland, 
and the Southern Pacific would not have 
been disturbed In its possession of our 
water fiont "white meat." 


TRACES ITS TITLE. 


"The title to the Oakland water front 


conies to the Southern Pacific as follows- 
The State gave it to the Town of Oak- 
land, which exchanged it to Carpentier 
for a twelve-hundred-dollar school house. 
Carpentier sold it for many hundreds of 
thousands of dollars to the Oakland Wa- 
ter Front Company, which transferred it 
to the Central Pacific Railroad, which 
handed It over to the Southern Pacific.

CHANGE OF POLICY. 


"Whrn, however, a year or less ago, the 


United States Court of Appeals decided 
that Oakland, although she had parted 
with the ownership of th» water front 
land, *.tlll she had the right to build 
wharves beyond that water front, and 
that she had tbe right to grant franchises, 
as she had to the Western Pacific, for 
that puropse, the Southern Pacific sud- 
denly rame to tile conclusion that while 
It owned the water front land, its monop- 
oly of the uses of that land as a means 
of holding in Its own hands the com- 
merce that passes over it was destroy- 
ed. 
The presence of the Western Pa- 


cific on the water front "white meat," 
made possible by Oakland's franchise and 
the decision of the United States Court, 
proved that. So the resourceful Southern 
Pacific suddenly reversed itself on the 
question of State administration of the 
Oak tan i water front.

"Checked, though not nonplussed by the 
defeat of its bill in its own legislature, the 
Southern Pacific caught Its breath and 
hastily put through a simple, innocent 
little measure, which, in the varnacular, 
was 'loaded.'

DOMINATES COMMISSION. 


•"San Francisco, on the other-hand, will 
be hald up. as a set-off to Oakland, to 
shew the infinitely better results of a 
state administration of harbors compared 
to the neglectful agencies of a city. But 
in the case of San Francisco, it will not 
be mentioned that her harbor was taken 
over by the state before the railroad got 
so strong a hold on California at It now 
has. No mention will be made of the fact 
that the Central Pacific fought, with all 
its power, the taking over, of the San 
Francisco water front by the state 
Nor 
Will a word be said about the fact that 
the Southern Pacific has almost always 
had control of the San Francisco Board 
Of Harbor Commissioners, making it a 
part of its political machine and admin- 
isterin* Its affairs, as much as possible 
in its own Interests. 
v 
"Oakland would, of course, be very 
sorry indeed to see Los Apgeles, San 
Diego, Eureka and the other 
harbor 
cities- of California give their harbors 
over to the control of a Southern Pa- 
cific-controlled State Board. We know, 
by sad experience, that that will mean 
tha strangling of competition and the 
monopolitetioh of trade and commerce. 
But we are not at all sanguine that any- 
thing we may say will have much effect 
on those cities, which, fooled by the cry 
of State aid, will not recognise the hair 
of the Southern Pacific'* Esau while. 
they listen to the Spate's voice of Jacob. 
SBut Oakland asks that, wha'tever they 
may do with their own haibors, her sis- 
ter "cities of California will not force 
upon her a continuance of the commer- 
cial slavery which the monopolization of 
her water front has, for fifty-nvo long 
years, forcer upon her. Let Los Angeles 
give .her harbor away to the Southern 
Pacific, through the State, if she Is set 
upon doing so. Let San Diego deliver 
herself into the hands of "her enemies, if 
she thinks she must 
Let^ureka shut 
out from herself competing railroads, if 
she will not profit by the experience of 
Oakland. 
But we of Oakland ask, nay, 


demand, that we be not agatn given over, 
lor another half centurv, to the mercies 
of a monopoly such as has oppressed us 
for the last half century. 


ADVICE TO SAN FRANCISCO. 


"If San Francisco would, but look about 
her, she would realize that over our 
water front must come thei railroads that 
while they help us, will also make her 
great. 
She, along with the rest of us,, 
ought to thoroughly realize by this time 
that the more- railroads she l.tis, the bet- 
ter, the larger, the greater, the richer, 
the more powerful she will be. Portland, 
Seattle, Tacoma, Los Angeles -will rival 
her simply because they are railroad cen- 
ters and not, as she has been so long, 
the terminus of a single rallroa'd. And 
bhe must realize, by this time, that, over 
the "white meat" of Oakland's water 
front, that which the Southern Pacific 
tried to again steal trom us at the last 
session of the Legislature, that which, 
among other things, it hopes to gain 
through the present holdover legislative 
committee—San Francisco should real- 
ize that, over the "white meat" of our 
water front is the easiest, the most di- 
rect, the most convenient route for other 
transcontinental lailroacis to reach her 
If that "white meat" be gobbled up, as 
it will be if the Southern Pacific suc- 
ceeds In getting it under State control, 
San Francisco, as well as wo, will be 
at the mercy of a tight monopoly of her 
transportation facilities, just as she and 
we have been for so many years 
The 
routes from the South, along the psnin- 
su!a, are already pretty well monopolized, 
and San Francisco, therefore, must look 
to the water front ot Oakland to make 
her, like her sister cities of the North 
and South, a teal lailroad center and 
not the plaything of a single road, or 
even two.

So San Francisco 
can well afford to have the legislative 
holdover committee recommend almost 
anything in the matter of State control 
for that side of the bay. 
"San Diego has not yet had any par- 
ticular experience with the bad results 
of having her harbor controlled by ..one 
railroad. She has be'en desirous for many 
years of having one railroad—any rail- 
road—make a real, simon-pure terminus 
on her bay. .therefore her people will b« 
apt to welcome state aid and state con- 
trol, even if it does give the monopoly of 
her beautiful bay and her harbor into 
the hands of one railroad company. But, 
after she has learned, as Oakland has. 
by sad experience, the bad results of such 
a monopoly, she will, as Oakland does. 
bitterly regret the dav she ifavored or 
permitted the monopolization, through a 
state board, of her commercial facilities 


INEXPERIENCED LOS ANGELES. 
"Los Angeles, too. has yet had no exr 
perience, such as Oakland has had, in 
the monopolisation of her water front. 
Not havinsvhod that experience, Loa An- 
geles will, after the deed is done, regret 
the day she permitted tbe Southern Pa- 
cific, masking as the State of California, 
to grab and hold, to the exclusion of 
other roads the harbor of San Pedro. 
"With a legislative committee com- 
osed of San Francisco, Los Angeles and 
Jrm Diego legislators, none of whose con- 
stituents arc yet wis* enough to protest 
against the monopoly, through the state. 
by the Southern Pacific of their water 
fronts, the railroad hopes to get tho 
legislative committee to recommend to 
the next legislature a plan whereby, un- 
der the guise of a benificent state con- 
trol, all the harbors of California may 
be put under the management of a state 
board or a series of state boards; but 
which, because the board or boards will 
be controlled by the railroad, will be. in 
truth and fact. Southern Pacific boards. 
The argument 
will toe. as Carpentier 
made it to Oakland in 1852 and the Cen- 
tral Pacific repeated to us In 1868. that 
these harbors should all be Improved on 
wisely conceived and practically worked- 
out plans; that to do this work, more 
money will be required than any one city 
can command; that the harbors being for 
the benefit of ill the people of the state 
and not alone for the cities situated upon 
the harbor*, the state, aad not the cities, 
ought to finance the construction work 
and control the harbors after the work is 
done. AU of which would be very nice 
If It w«r* not for the fact that state con- 
trot mean* Southern Pacific control and 
that Southern Pacific control means mo- 
nopolization nod the keeptnc out of other 
nO roads mtl transportation companies 
where It to josslbl* so to do. 


AS A HORRIBLE EXAMPLE.

vitally interested 
the guise of State aid and State control, 
our present railroads do not monopolize, 
to the exclusion of all competition, the 
"white meat" of the Oakland , water 
front. The Sacramento and the San. Joa- 
quin valleys know what It means tw> suf- 
fer under the iron rule of one railroad 
They, like Oakland and €!an Frtsnelsco, 
ought to do what they can to p'revcnt 
the Southern Pacific from again getting 
control of all our water front. Thp peo- 
ple of the valleys should realize, as we 
do, that upon the keeping open of Oak- 
land's door to the deep wateis of tho 
bay of San Francisro, depends, to a very 
large extent, the future prosperity of the 
whole northern part of the State. And 
as the prosperity of the whole State de- 
pends upon the prosperity of all its parts 
the whole State, both north and "south, 
the valleys and the mountains, the cities 
and the country, all have a, vital inter- 
est in seeing to it that Oakland's water 
front Is kept open for at least one other 
transcontinental rail toad to easily 
and 
conveniently reach the bay of San Fran- 
cisco. 
"The attempt of the Southern Pacific 
to again monopolize it is greater than a 
local Issue peculiar to this city or even 
to this locality. It appeals to Son Fran- 
cisco, It appeals to the whole State. 
Therefore, we turn to the whole Stale 
and ask that each and e*ery locality do 
what it can to prevent, In Its own self- 
interest this latest, cunningly 
devised 
Southern Pacific move against Califor- 
nia. 


OAKLAND IS CAPABLE, 


"We will be asked by other parts of the 
state if we can properly take care of the 
water front if the state and the Southern 
Pacific leave it in our hands. Oakland is 
now a>glty of over 200,000 people, with an 
assesses valuation of well nigh $100,000,- 
000. 
She can, and she will .take care of 
that water front If she is given the op- 
portunity to do so 
This, however, is to 
be remembered- 
The Southern Pacific's 
present needs are amply covered by the 
Irfnd its present improvements shelter 
and cover. Tha 1275 front feet tbe com- 
pany now has taken Is, whatever It may 
*ay to the contrary, amply sufficient, 
When properly improved, for all the busi- 
ness It can do for many years to come: 
and the 1000 feet granted by Oakland to 
the Wpstern Pacific will^ all its asser- 
tions to the contrary notwithstanding, 
take care of its business also for many 
years. Any attempts that may be made 
to close up the remaining 1525 feet of 
the water front "white meat" will be 
made solely for the purpose of monopo- 
lising it all that no other competing road 
may be able to find an entry, oVer it to 
the Bay of San Francisco. 
. 
"Oakland, therefore, does not want to 
see the remainder of her water front 
'white meat' taken over by the 
state. 
What is left of that 'white meat' should 
be kept for the benefit, not only of San 
Francisco and Oakland, but of the whole 
state, particularly its northern part; 
should not be permitted to ngtiln fall 
the hands of any monopoly, but should 
be preserved for at least one more trans- 
continental railrond*s use. 
We, there- 
fore, do not want the state to step' In and 
take over 
the administration of 
oui 
water front, for we know that that would 
mean Its monopolization and the contin- 
uance of railroad competition strangling 
in northern California." 


MAVOR MOTT SPEAKS. 


Mayor Mott told the meeting that he 
had been a mere spectator 'and came 
solely fo. hear what his friend.

charge against an accused man under 
normal conditions of the public mind. 


Burns gave a good illustration of his 


methods in the trial of Walter Dlmmlck, 
who had been1 cashier of the mint and 
waa charged with having stolen $30,000 
of the government's money. 
Dimmlck 


had been once tried, the Jury disagree- 
ing. 


On the second trial able counsel was 


retained to specially prosecute the case, 
Peter F. Dunne being selected for the 
task. George D. Collins was Dlmmlck's 
lawyer. 
A special venire ws^s returned 


for the trial. The evidence on the sec- 
ond hearing was practically the same 
as on the first. Burns then, aa now, 
had a large sejuad of detectives at work 
for him. One of the duties of this band 
of "gumshoe" men was to trail the Jur- 
ors wherever they went, even after the 
case had been submitted to them and H 


the body placed In the custody of the 
marshal. 


One day, when the Jurors were being 


taken out to 
dinner an 
over-zealous* 


"gumshoe" man persisted in tailing up 
his trail so close to the Jury that one of 
the body, expostulated. 
A fls~t'fight fol- 


lowed and the Burns operative thrashed 
the Juror handily. The tTnl'ted 
States 


District Attorney's office was much per- 
turbed over this Incident. To have it go 
to the Jury and the public that a Juror 
had been assaulted and done up by one 
of the 
brosecution'S detertives , would 


certainly prove fatal to their case. 


But "Agitator." Burns was delighted. 


Here was a chance for him to agitate. 
He was in his element

"I'll fix that," he declared gleefully. 
Burns' got his "gumshoe" man out of 


the way and under cover and then re- 
turned with a story that It was a "Col- 
lins, thug" that had. beaten a Juror, while 
the 'latter was" In the faithful perform- 
ance of his duty.

Cpeyer a»M la part: "There is going to 
W * large society in Berkeley witfecut 
doubt. 
Our membership list will prob- 


ably reach sixty or more. There will b* 
plenty of work for all of us to do, and 
I ask each ami everyone of JOB to pitch 
In and do your share. There ar* plenty 
of sources of information in and about 
Berkeley, the Berkeley public library, the 
Oakland library and the University libra- 
ry. 
Everybody should bring some fact 


to ths meetings with them and make 
them known. After this meeting is over, 
get in and shake hands with everybody 
and make yourself acquainted. 
You are 


not expected to lay back and absorb 
knowledge wnlch Is being propounded by 
some one else, but jou will be expected 
to tell all facts which you ma> know 
as legards the subject in hand." 


HYPNOTISM FIRST. 


Piesldent Cooper then told the people 


present that hypnotism would 
b% th« 


subject taken up for the time being. At 
tirsi, they would go into It lightly, ex- 
plained the president, but would befort 
leaving the subject, study it deeply and 
learn Us meaning thoroughly. He then 
introduced Dr E R Tail, of Oakland, 
as <i man well -versed on hypnotism, as 
the speaker of the e\enlng. 


Charles Keeler, the poet, is a close 


friend of Dr Tail's, and it was h* that 
askxVthe eminent uypnotlst to speak on 
the subject.. 
» 


Dr Talt. who is a very enteitainlng 


and instructive speaker, told his audl- 
«nc* that hypnotism could be divided into 
six separate sages 
(1) Waking stage, 


(2) aub-hypnot>c 
stage, 
(3) 
complete 


coma, (4) Sonambulistlc, (9) clairvoyant, 
(I) spiritual illumination. 
He describ- 


ed the actions of subjects in all six of tho 
various stages 


In opening his talk, Dr. Tait said in 


part 
"We are face to face with man

We look on the, minds of men as being 
dual—objective and subjective. A nan 
Is objective when performing tbe ordi- 
nary duties of the day and fa* is sub- 
jective when he Is sleeptag- 
The hyp- 


notfc state is notnlng more |haa sleep un- 
der the direction or ooatrei of an "oper- 
ator " The human mini Is naturally 
obedient and always desires to do what 
It Is told and on this fact hinges the suc- 
cess of hypnotical. 


"Jn a hypnotic stats, subject* wiO per- 


form all normal acts to the best of their 
ability. 
But many subjects wlvft are 


naturally- not very proficient la speech, 
can by hypnotism be made to speak elo- 
quently, and some cases display talent 
and genius, and also great feats of 
strength. 
These are called the abnor- 


mal actions of the subject. 
The oper- 


tor has control- over both mind and body: 
We can equip the subject with marvelous 
strength by making the muscles obey 
his mind, or he can make a subject weak 
or forget his own name. 


"The various organs of the body can 


also be made to act in abnormal ways. 
For Instance, a man's heart, in a hyp- 
notic state Is nothing more than sleep un- 
one wrist 80 and in the other *8. By hyp- 
notism we can also control bleeding which 
goes to show that even the blood vessels 
wfll obey when commanded." 


Dr. Tait then told of some of the deep- 


er phases of his subject, such as clair- 
voyance, psychometry and telepathy. But 
he did go into details on these deeper 
Subjects. 


In speaking of the popular belief that 


hypnotism was dangerous, Dr. Talt said 
that such was not the case as It could al- 
ways be slept off and leave no 111 effects 
whatsoever. He then stated that many 
people had a fear and dread for hypno- 
tism and could never be persuaded to be- 
come subjects. 


USEFUL IN EDUCATION. 


Dr Talt told of the usefulness of hyp- 


notism In education 
By its aid, he said, 


talents which would have never been 
thought of can be developed In a sub- 
ject 
Education, as Dr. Tait sees It, Is 


nothing more or leas than suggestion it- 
self. Another peculiar phase of the sub- 
ject, is that known of as post-hypnotic 
instruction, such as instructing a sub- 
ject to do a certain thing at a certain 
time and the subject will do it. 


Dr Tait believes that In a very few 


years, "hy&otism will have much to do 
with theJcORtrolling and quelling of dis- 
eases under the influence of suggestion. 
Relative to this, he stated that people are 
only on tbe threshold of hypnotism and 
have irfjich to learn as yet. According to 
his beliefs the ancients had a knowledge 
of hypnotism. This Is proven, he said, 
by the scripts and writings found on the 
gravestones and monuments of the an- 
cient Egyptians. 
He 
believes 
that 


the Egyptians regarded 
hypnotism as 


one phase or clause of religion, and It 
was only known to a vpry small cult 
of priests, the people in general being al 
most entirely ignorant on the subject. ' 
81 


Hypnotism is also often referred to In 
various places in the Bible 
The doctor 
quoted the case of Waaman, who was 
ordered to jump Into the river Jordan 
to cure 
his leprosj. 
He did «o 
nnd 
was cured of the disease. 
The speaker then told about 
some 
widely disputed subjects. He said that 
a person cannot be hypnotized against 
his or her will. U is an impossibility 
to do so 
When a person is hypnotised 
the operator is only the mouthpiece. The 
operator need not be a person of great 
will power or peculiar opinion 
Anyone 
can 
hypnotise 
another 
providing 
be 
knows how. 
This bars idiots, feeble- 
minded persons and children, who can 
neither hypnotize or be hypnotized There 
is also a popular belief that the control 
an operator has over a subject is a sign 
of a weak will in the subject, but it has 
been ascertained that the best subjects 
are people of very strong wills. 


AS TO CRIME HYPNOTISM. 


"A person cannot 
be hypnotized to 


commit a crime," continued the speaker, 
"If that person has an aversion or is 
opposed to the crime. A man cannot tx» 
made to commit murder, but he can be 
made to forge another manV name to 
a check If he Is talked to in the proper 
way by the operator 
The reason for thJi 
is that the man at the time see.* no 
crime in merely signing a. name to a 
slip of paper. If a subject Is told to do 
something to which he Is strenuously op- 
posed he will immediately wake up and 
come out of the hypnotic spell " 
At the conclusion of his talk, Dr. Tait 
answered 
all questions 
the audience 
asked. 


BY-LAWS ADOPTED. 


A set of by-laws was accepted and 
adopted by the members of the society, 
Article one reads as follow* 
"Section 1, 


—This society shall be known as the 
Berkeley Society for Psychical Research 
Section 2 —Its object In the thoughtful 
and careful study of all available data, 
concerning the nature and significance of 
psychic phenomena." 
The by-laws state that ths term of of- 


fice will be one year, and at the first 
meeting In September of each year of- 
ficers will be elected for the following 
year. 


In dismissing the meeting President 
Cooper announced that 
at

next 
meeting, Thursday evening, August 16th, 
the study of mesmeiism from Its histori- 
cal standpoint will be gone into 
The 
meeting will be held at the Masonic Tem- 
ple, corner of Bancroft way and Shat- 
tuck avenue.

Who is one of the oldest Inspectors In 
the employ of the company, and is 
also a special policeman, drew his 
revolver and fired, hitting* "Baker in 
the leg, The latter was so frightened 
by the night of the weapon and the 
report of the shot that,'although he

wounded, he was able to run 
across the street and up three flights 
of stairs to the fourth- floor of the 
Call building. 


A large crowd shortly collected 


around Toung, who had by this time 
returned his. weapon to his pdcket, 
and loud were the threats from union 
sympathizers to mob the inspector.

the Oliver grand Jury is an Illegal body 
and hence the indictments returned ly It 
are invalid. 
Should the writ be there- 


after made permanent a hew grand Jury 


would have to be Impanelled and all the 
work of indictment done over again. 


In the famous Bruner case, where de- 


cision was written by Associate Justice

Army of Attorneys in Bitter Leg!/ Baff/e 


Over Alteration of Minutes, in 


Judge Graham's Court. 


(TRIBUNE CORRESPONDENCE.) 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 9.—The de- 


fense in the many graft cases now await- 
ing trial won a tempoary victory this 
morning In Judge Graham's court when 
th«y succeeded In having action on the 
amendments to his court minutes post- 
poned until next Wednesday. 
It was one of the first general engage- 
ments In the graft war. Calhoun ap- 
peared aa general In command of .the 
defending forces. Attorneys Cobb and 
Harrison,, of the District. Attorney's of- 
fice led the attack. 


Attorney King appeared for the first 
time as Calhoun's chief of staff. He was 
formerly law partner of the railway mag- 
nate. 
With him were Attorneys 
Earl 


Rogers and A. A, Moore, both of whom 
came out on the firing line.. 


Attorney 
Barrett for Mayor Schmlte 


Jed a sort~of independent filibustering ex- 
pedition In connection with the defense 
and was finally ordered to the rear by 
Attorney King. Attorneys Coogan, Drew 
and O'Connor were In charge of the re- 
serves. 


SHOW BITTER FEELING. 


Although the proceedings were merely 


in reference to the correction of cotirt 
minutes there was a display of bitter 
feeling. 
The defense accused the Dis- 


trict Attorney's office of trying to get 
certain things into the records to bolster 
up Its cases, and the prosecution Inti- 
mated that the defendants were trying 
to have Judge Graham become a party 
to evading the law by taking advantage 
of Incorrect records. 
Attorney Harrison, from Langdon'a of- 


fice, had prepared a lengthy amendment 
to the court's minutes. 
He urged the 


adoption of this. 
Calhoun's attorney's 


wanted a delay In order to go over tha 
records, the court reporter's notes, and 
the rough minutes. 


Attorney Barrett wanted the-court to 


leave the entire matter in statuo quo 
because lie said the poiits at Issue were 
essential in the determination of the mo- 
tions now before the Supreme Court for 
writs of prohibition. He argued that th<> 
records should be left as they are until 
the Supreme Court should grant an. al- 
ternative writ, when, he said, it would 
be proper for Jfid^e Graham to testify 
and to offer his court report or any other 
evidence to prove the correctness of the 
minutes. 


ROGERS DENIES* 


Calhoun's attorneys did i*t want to 


urge this. Attorney Rogers denied that 
his client hoped to profit by any false 
condition of the" records in the Supreme 
Court or anywhere else. 


Attorney King was still more plain In 


-his statements. He was irritated by At- 
torney Cobb's reference to the disagree- 
ment of counsel for the defense. 


"In this matter," he said, "I must aay 
that Mr. Barrett lacks the knowledge of 
how matters stand in the Supreme Court. 
I am better acquainted with that situa- 
tion, and I wish it understood that thode" 
cases rest on much deeper questions than 
the inaccuracy or 
Incompleteness of 
these court minutes." 
Attorneys Barrett and Cobb also had 
a tilt: Attorney Cobb said Barrett'8 ar- 
gument waa that of a layman. Attor- 
ney Barrett asked Judge Hunt if the

was "merely a layman from San Jose." 


ATTORNEY SCORED, 


Deputy 
District 
Attorney Harrison 
came In for a large share of sarcasm from 
the defense. He had made ono sugges- 
tion in the correction of the minutes 
from his memory of what took place 
when the Grand Jury was drawn. 
It did not coincide with the reporter's 
notes. 


"It seems," said Attorney A. A. Moore, 
"that the only accurate account of what 
took place In this court rests with Mr. 
Harrison. God help us If he should die." 
Further, Moore said the very mass of 
correction offered served to arouse sus- 
picion that they had been inflated with 
air anfl were intended to "pad, elaborate 
and embroider" the records of the court. 
Attorney Rogers sugested that It would 
be possible for «i lawyer to win almost 
any case if he might come In. and have 
the records fixed to suit him. 


BARRETT OBJECTS. 


Judge Graham Indicated that he was 
not inclined to grant the entire request 
of the district attorney.

Attorney Cobb asked 
him to decide tomorrow. 
Barrett ob-

"You will consent to some time next 
month," said Harrison. 
"Yes, that s all right," said Barrett. 
"Now, that's Just It," said Harrison, 
"these defendants want to take advan- 
tage of these records In the supreme 
court," 
An altercation between the attorneys 
was terminated by Judge Graham.

BERKELEY, Aug.- 9,—An important 


conference .was held in Professpr E,1 J. 
Wickson's-office, last night between Sec- 
retary of Agriculture Wilson' and -a num- 
ber of influential fruit growers of the 
State, Dean Wlckson of the College of 
Agriculture giving the fruit men and the 
secretary of agriculture authoritative in- 
formation about the question that today 
is uppermost in the minds of frutt grow- 
ers—the. question raised by the-gpvern- 
ment in its new pure food law forbidding 
the use of sulphur, up to a certain 
amount, in the curing of dried fruit. 


Fruit growers regard the mattgr as of 


such Importance that they are flocking 
Into San Francisco today to have a spe- 
cial meeting with Secretary Wilson, at 
which the discussion of this sulphuring 
matter and its connection with 'the pure 
food law will be c'ontinued. 


Fruit men say tha thousands of'dollars 


will be lost by them if the government 
does not change this law or postpone the 
arrangements for its enforcement. 
It.is 


a vital matter to them, and their Interest 
In it Is profound. 
Professor George E. Colby, the eminent 


chemist of the university, haa been, con- 
ducting experiments during the last year 
designed to show how the use of sulphur 
affects dried fruit, and his observations 
were used by Dean Wlckson last night in 
presenting the fruit growers' side to Sec- 
retary Wilson. 
Dean Wickson's views 


on the subject have; been sated by him in 
the following words: 


DEAN WiCKSON'S VIEWS. 


"The question of sulphuring dried fruits 


IB the ruling sensation In horticultural 
production and trade circles. It Is caus- 
ing more 
doubt, 
discouragement and 


sulphurous language, according to Indi- 
vidual temperament*, than any matter 
which has ever arisen In California ex- 
perience. 


"The situation affects growers, deal- 


ers, producers of all kinds of supplies, 
laborers, 
transportation 
interests and 


every other industrial factor and agency 
which contributes to a total product of 
from fifteen to twenty million dollars 
annually. 
"It Is no wonder that California peo- 


ple are waxing warm on this subject and 
are Insisting upon careful and rational 
adjustment of the matter, 


"Our effort now la to secure a post- 


ponement of the regulation which for- 
bids more than .035 per cent of sulphur 
dioxide, until after this year's crop is 
disposed of, because it is clearly neces- 
sary to have this limit more carefully 
looked into and we understand that sam- 
ples 
are 
now being gathered by the 


United States chemists who are stationed 
In California to determine what amount 
of sulphur dioxide renHy occurs In fruits, 
as they are now prepared by sulphuring 
and sun-drying In this State. 


"While investigation la pending cer- 


tainly final ruling should be held in 
abeyance and something done to prevent 
large losses because people do not know 
whether thej' can dry or buy without in- 
curring heavy penalties. 
"We have already expressed the con- 


viction that it is not possible to sulphur 
fruits acceptably without exceeding the 
limit of .085 sulphur dioxide which the 
government is reported to have decided 
upon. Professor G. E. Colby, fruit chem- 
ist of the University Experiment Sta- 
tion, has, during the last few years, ana- 
l>zed many samples of our dried fruits 
and he has found that dried apricots 
contain from .102 to .230 sulphur dioxide. 


"When, 
as 
sometimes happens, the 


dried apricots show less than .100 per 
cent sulphur dioxide, the color is un- 
satisfactory—at least, the growers have 
stated that they could not obtain as high 
prices for them ns for brighter colored 
apricots. 
Of course, after the growers' 


work, comes the packers' sulphuring of 
apricots, and then the aulphur dioxide 
sometimes rises to from .170 to .270 per 
cent. 


WRONGLY BASED CONCLUSIONS. 
"It is significant that when dried apri- 


cots have been hetd over from July to 
the following March, as small a. per- 
centage as .040, total sulphur dioxide h<ia 
been found. This experience reported by 
Professor Colby makes it possible that 
the Washington chemists In arriving at 
their limit have gathered a lot of sam- 
ples at the East which were nearly a 
year old, and have based their con- 
clusions upon that. 
If so, and at the 


time they made their tests in June <they 
could not get fresh dried fruit, H'is man- 
ifestly a great injustice to make_ a regu- 
ation 
which 
will 
out-law fresh dried 


fruit and in-law the same fruit after sev- 
eral months' age. 


"This transitory character of the sul- 


phur content has always been claimed 
by California producers and the analysts 
at different ages seem to prove It. llow- 
ever this may be, It clearly shows that 
the subject is not well enough under- 
stood for the government to undertake 


a final standard which is both arbitrary 
and progressive In its attainment. 


"Again, the objectionable standard is 
for nil fruits when it is clear that differ- 
out .fru'ts take up different nmoutus of 
sulphur. 
Profusair Colb" hi*s not made 
.<o rrany determinations o£ c.'hcr dried 
frUi-ts "s JIP hns of .-ipr'-ijts, lr.it, he find''! 
that both merchantable Jrlod pftiches nnd 
pears take up mor sulphur dioxide than 
apricots; sometimes dried peaches having 
about once and a half and pears ov^r 
twice .as much as dried apricots. 
The 
Question wl]l therefore arise with growers: 
'How mucn sulphur dioxide is there ac- 
tually in this fruitr 
"It Is possible that after more InvestJ- 
gntlon It may be po^lble to give a fojm- 
ula of amount of sulphur per cublo foot 
of air space and time of exposure, which 
will fall within the limit of sulphur illox- 
Ide permissible. This cannot be done at 
the present time for the lack of export- 
mental data. 
"It is, however, possible to secure in- 
formation as to now much sulDtuir any 
sample contains after treatment, because 
the university 
experiment station will 
make that determination if the producer 
will send a sample after drying and will 
stnts the amount of sulphur, time of ex- 
posure, find slue /of the sulphur box. 
"These determinations will be made 
without cost nnd will bo useful to pro- 
ducer^! at once because they will then 
know just what sulphur they m-e geitlng 
into the fruit; it will also furnHti Uata 
upon which generalizations can b« 
wnicJi will disclose the effects of treat- 
ment In regular commercial proeodwo. 
''A number of growers will make pre- 
liminary test-sulphuring* and dryings as 
a guide to their own work when the heavy 
drying season comes on, and enable them 
to judge with what minimum amount of 
sulphuring they can produce samples sat- 
isfactory to the trade. 
' 


NO DISPOSITIO IMTO HARASS. 


"CaliforniDS have no idea whatever flhnt 
the pending regulation is undertaken by 
the government with nny other motive 
than to secure for the public good, whole- 
some fruit. 
They, or course, have no 
thought of interfering with any praise- 
worthy California practice, 
"In fact. l>r W. M. Hays, who is act- 
ing secretary of agriculture in the ab- 
sence of Secretary Wilson, nes doflnlMy 
telegraphed to the Fresno Republican Lo 
that effect, using these words: 'The de- 
partment realizes that growers nre in 
middle of the! season's pack, and if all 
connerned take care to use the smallest 
amount of sulphur possible with present 
methods, consideration will be extended. 
There Is no disposition on part of the 
department to harass growers nnd pack- 
ers of California. 
The contrary is true 
However, Indiscriminate use of sulphur, 
regardless of the welfare of consumers, 
must be stopped.' 
"All this is, of course, rather remote 
from the most pressing question for grow- 
ers at the present time, which is: 'What 
shall I do ImmPdintoly? 
Shall I close up 
mv drying and so escape possible con- 
demnation or loss from refusal of deal- 
ers to handle the product?' 
"This Is the question 
which 
.should 
weight heavily upon tha governm?ntal 
conscience as a by-product of its regula- 
tion, which certainly seems to Califor- 
nians too hasty and ill-advised — to say 
the lenst of it. We cannot answer the 
question except to state we are confident 
that honest and -careful work to produce 
an acceptable frit with a minimum of sul- 
phuring will yield a produt which must 
be held legitimate and wholesome"

CAPACITY OF ONE HEN 


"How many eggs is a hen wound up 


to lay during the term of her natural 
life, do you suppose?" said the man 
who haa investigated. "No idea, eh? 
Well, sir, a good healthy hen—not 
speaking of any particular star breed, 
but Just hen—a good, healthy hen 
does not fulfill her destiny until she 
has turned out 600 eggs—fifty dozen. 
That's what nature has fitted up.a hen 
to do .in the way of eggs, and she 
gives her eight years to do it in. 
"The first year of her egg-producing 


life a hen lays only twenty eggs, but 
in the three succeeding years she rolls 
up the score to 370. This leaves only 
230 that she must give that 
many 
cackles for in the remaining years 
that she must stand on duty in that 
line, and she divides the task among 
those four years so that in the eighth 
year she lays only twenty eggs again 
—the number she started 
in with. 
Then she has ended her career as an 
egg producer and too often, If she is 
in the hands of a thrifty owner, be- 
gins another career^short and delusive 
—this time as the" summer boarder 
spring chicken. 


"And speaking of eggs, there Is a 
lot about them, familiar as they are 
to everybody, that people don't sus- 
pect. Now, here's an egg that would 
be a^ rooster if it was hatched. Wrinkl- 
ed ejggs hold roosters in embryo. A 
protoplastic; hen lurks tn the eggs with 
a smooth-end shell. 
"There is water a-plenty in an egg 
but no more air than there is in a 
hammer. So long aa you keep air out 
of your egg it will remain sweet and 
fresh, but no one has ever succeeded 
in keeping it out by fair means more 
than six daya. The Insiduoup oxygen 
is bound to find its way through an 
eggshell's pores, and the only way to 
*ave that egg then Is to eat it. 
It 
sounds funny, but the instant you give 
an egg fresh air that Instant you ruin 
Its health."—Ed.
